Manila City, Aug. 13. by way of Hongkong, 
Aug. 18.—The hardest fighting at the capture 
of Manila wae done by the Astor Battery, 
which led the advance. 

Brigadier General McArthur, commanding 
the brigade, complimented the men in the 
highest terms right in the midst of their 
valor and success. 3 

The Astor Battery led the advance, sup- 
ported by the Minnesota Volunteers and the 
Twenty-third Regulars. The Utah Battery’s 
guns were too heavy to move through the 
gwamps. 

The march was along the Pasay road, on 
the right of the River Pasig, where the 
Geet could give no assistance. 

At the junction of the Cingalon road the 
vanguard came without warning upon a 
strong Spanish intrenchment. Suddenly the 
enemy rained a deadly fire upon the Ameri- 
cans, killing two men of the Astor Battery, 
First Sergeant Holmes and Second Sergeant 
Cremins, and one Minnesota man, Private 
Patterson, at the same time wounding a 
ore of other soldiers. 


Fires His Gun and Dies. 

Sergeant Cremins, after he was shot, stag- 
gered to his gun, fired it, and the next mo- 
“ment fell. dead beside the piece. | 
“The Astor Battery was forced to fall back 
from the murderous fire, temporarily leav- | 
ing two guns. But the reserves under 
Colonel Ovemshine came up promptly and 
with their support the Astors charged the 
enemy with only revolvers for weapons, 
quickly regaining their guns, and put both 
into action again with increased vigor.

Four battalions of reserves 
held the Pasay road and the general reserve, 
five full battalions, back of General Greene, 
held the territory between the beach and the 
Manila road. 
The Monitor Monterey at 9 a. m. steamed 
slowly across the bay in front of Manila. 
The flagship Olympia, the cruiser Raleigh, 
and the gunboat Petrei followed. 
The enemy had two lines of intrenchments 
in front of General Greene. Back of these 
lines was Rio Cingalon, a small stream. 
Next beyond was the powder magazine, an 
ancient fortress mounting one six-inch gun. 
Immense sandbag walls and trenches sur- 
rounded the fortress on the south and sea- 
ward side.

Olympia Opens Fire. 


General Anderson was in command of the 
division, which was composed of two bri- 
gades. 

Suddenly at 9:30 a. m. the Olympla opened 
fire with her starboard five-inch guns at a 
range of 4,000 yards. The troops cheered 
and waved their hats. 
short, but again and again the guns roared 
and the projectiles fell closer and closer to 
the enemy’s stronghold. 

The Raleigh and the Petrel, covered with 
the national colors, tried their five-inch and 
six-inch guns at 3,500 yards. Shell after 
shell burst in the fort and drove the Span- 
lards, panic-stricken, toward Manila. Every 
shot was marked by débris hurled high in the 
air. Soon the enemy deserted the trenches 
in front of General Greene, but ran off to 
the right into the bamboo swamps. Then 
they began guerrilla work. Two shots from 
the battery in the magazine was the only re- 
ply given to the fleet’s fire. Both were 300 
yards short. The gunboat Callao and the 
launch Barcelo advanced within 1,000 yards 
and began sending a deadly hail from their 
rapid-fire and machine guns. 

By this time the fortress was deserted and 
the fleet was signaled to cease firing. 

Then the order to advance was given. 
The Colorado troops formed in column, with 
their flag flung to the breeze, and dashed 
into the Rio Cingalon, wading waist deep, 
The Californians followed. 

The enemy’s Mausers began to crack in 
the bushes in front and on the left, but the 
shooting was wild. 


Phoenix Lowers Spain’s Flag. 

The Colorado men ran up to the fort and 
took possession. Private Phoenix climbed 
to the ramparts and pulled down the Span- 
ish flag, and as he was raising the American 
standard was shot dead. 
Thereupon Private Richard Holmes raised 
the flag and ran it up on the pole. The Colo 
radoans, Californians, and the Eighteenth 
Infantry drove the Spaniards through the 
streets of Malate. The enemy threw away 
guns and ammunition in the flight. Their 
trenches were filled with Mauser cartridges. 
The troops followed them, capturing the 
Luneta Battery, and chasing the enemy into 
the walled city.

An hour later the enemy’s flag 
came down and the surrender was complete.

Count Cassini’s Diplomacy. 

In England Count Cassini is merely known 
as the able diplomat who was able to stop 
the march of the victorious Japanese army 
upon Pekin, and to obtain for his own mas- 
ter, the Czar, without drawing a Russian 
sword, but merely by statecraft, all the ad- 
vantages and the fruits of victory that 
should properly have belonged to the 
Mikado. 

In fact had the latter gone to war with 
China for the sole purpose of benefiting Rus- 
sia, and without any idea of deriving any 
advantage for Japan, the conflict could not 
have resulted otherwise. 

Baron de Staal, the superseded Ambas- 
sador,is wedded to a daughter of that Prince 
Gortchekoff who commanded Sebastopol in 
the Crimean war, and was afterwards 
Viceroy of Poland, and is therefore a 
nephew by marriage of the great Chan- 
cellor Gortchekoff. He has been for fif- 
teen years accredited to the court of St.

The Czar’s government protests that it 
has been misunderstood, and ascribes the 
fault to poor old Baron de Staal, until now 
British Ambassador in London, who is ap- 
parently made the scapegoat and who is re- 
called. In order to show its good faith in the 
matter the Muscovite government has now 
opened up negotiations which may or may 
mot be bona fide, with the alleged object of 
obtaining from London financiers the capital 
for the various enterprises, railroad, mining, 
and otherwise, which Russia contemplates 
inaugurating in her now Chinese sphere.

The reward which I 
have offered is the largest ever offered in 
Delaware, I believe, but the gravity of the 
case demands it.

Rome, Aug. 18.—Pope Leo XIII. tonight 
suffered another relapse, thus bringing to 
the front again the inevitable question, Who 
will be the next Pope? This is the ques- 
tion which runs from mouth .to mouth. 
Then, again, will the next Pope be an Italian 
or a foreigner? In the Sacred College the 
native and foreign Cardinals are about equal 
in numbers, It is easily understood it would 
be almost impossible for foreign Cardinals 


to agree upon any one candidate, but if a : 


considérable number of Italians could be in- 
duced to side with’ the largest foreign fac- 

_tion, such a candidate later might be elected. 
However, it is generally the opinion the suc- 
cessor of Leo XIII. will be an Italian. 

It is considered a Pope of this nationality 
can revindicate better than a stranger the 
rights of the church as opposed to the state. 
It must never be forgotten that in the elec-

MUCH DISORDER IN SANTIAGO. 


General Wood Is Obliged to Detail a 
Large Police Force—Spanish 
Troops to Embark. 


Santiago de Cuba, Aug. 18.—This morning 
General Wood, Military Governor of San- 
tiago, increased the local police force with 
additions from various regiments. There 
has been some trouble from soldiers who 
have disobeyed orders, and there have been 
some threats, several street fights, at least 
one murder, and a good deal of drunkenness, 
so that an exceptionally large force is needed 
to preserve order.

MORE MEN FOR THE SEVENTH. 


Corps Encamped at Jacksonville 
to Be Increased in 
Strength. | 


Fernandina, Fla., Aug. 18,.—[Special.]— 
According to information Which reached 
General Carpenter’s headquarters today the 
Seventh Army Corps, encamped at Jackson- 
ville, will be increaséd in strength to 30,000 
men by the addition of ts from 
other corps.

Six of the Seven Members of 
the Finance Committee 
Are Announced. 


ACCEPTANCES FROM FIVE. 


President McKinley’s Attendance 
Is Expected by Chair- 
man Truax, 


TALK OF THE CORNER STONE © 


Chairman Charles Truax of the Peace Ju- 
bilee committee announced yesterday six of 
the seven members who will compose the 
important finance committee. The men who 
thus will bear the financial labore of the 
coming celebration are Harlow N. Higin- 
botham, Charles L. Hutchinson, Byron lL, 
Smith, Elbridge G. Keith, John J. Mitchell, 
and former Controller James Eckels. All 
but Mr. Dekels have signified their willing- 
ness to become members of the committee, 
and no objection on his part is expected. 
Mr. Mitchell is not in Chicago, but his ae 
ceptance was vouched for by one of the men 
whose name is on the committee list. The 
committee will be given power to name its 
own chairman. The seventh member will 
be known today. 

Although Mr. Truax would not confess it, 
the decision of Postmaster Charies U. Gor- 
don and the Chicago federal officeholders 
to postpone the laying of the corner-stene 
of the Federal Building from October to 
June next was disappointing to suporters 
of the peace jubilee. The federal officehoid- 
ers met at the Union League club early In 
the afternoon, Postmaster Gordon presiding. 
The postponement was made on the ground 
that the corner-stone laying was in itself 
so big an event that it was deemed advisable 
to remove it from any celebration which 
might overshadow it. The argument was 
made also that the foundations would not be 
completed until spring, though it was con- 
ceded that a corner could be finished in 
October for the placing of the corner-stone 
if necessary. The general feeling of the 
officeholders was that everything was to be 
gained by postponement, including the cer- 
tainty of the presence at the ceremony of 
President McKinley and his Cabinet. 


Omaha to Act with Chicago. 


Chairman Truax, however, said . deat 
McKinley would come to the jubilee this fall, 
regardless of the postponement of the 
corner-stone laying. Omaha has invited 
President McKinley to attend its exposition 
in October, and an agreement has been 
reached whereby the two requests will 
strengthen each other. Mr. Truax, Mr. Hig- 
inbotham, and several other members of the 
Peace Jubilee committee conferred with 
Editor Rosewater of the Omaha Bee, who 
stopped in the city on his way to Washing- 
ton as the representative of the exposition 
authorities, with the result that President 
McKinley will be asked to visit Omaha about 
October 20. By this arrangement the Pres- 
idential party will be able conveniently to 
stop off at Chicago on its return trip. 

Postmaster Gordon said he favored the 
holding of the peace jubilee this fall, and did 
not think the postponement of the corner 
stone laying would operate its suc- 
cess. aff 
If the peace jubilee were set for next 
spring,“ he said, it would never be held, 
The time for it is while national enthusiasm 
is high. The rite of placing the corner-stone 
of the Federal Building, however, would in 
many ways be unsatisfactory if held this 
fall. The presence of President McKiniey 
| the peace jubilee, though desired, is not 
a necessity, while he must be the central 
figure at the federal ceremony. His ability

Both Men on Their Mettle. 


From the display given by Smith and An- 
derson in the fest quarter of the course it 
was evident both were on their mettle, and 
out for first prige. So even was their work 
that out of the nine holes six were halved, 
and in strokes there was a difference of 
only two points, these being in favor of the 
South Side player. The second round was 
even closer, and, while nothing phenomenal 
was done, the men made but few mistakes, 
and when in difficult places extricated them- 
selves with a cleverness that caused the 
amateurs to wonder.

whose wishes and rights he had betrayed. 
Let the mugwunips consider for a mo- 
ment how the course of history would have 
been changed if a statesman like Chatham 
had been at the head of the British govern- 
ment in 1762 in place of the worthless Bute. 
The Philippines would have been retained 
under English rule, as Chatham so elo- 
quently urged they should be. Those op- 
pressed islands would have been partakers 
in the beneficent growth of liberty and en- 
lightenment that has come in the last cen- 
tury to the whole British Empire. In that 
interval the islands would have been worth 
hundreds of millions of potinds sterling to 
the commerce of the British nation, and at 
the same time the Philippine people would 
have been given a government insuring 
them liberty, justice, religious freedom, and 
protection of life and property, with mod- 
erate taxation and general contentment. 
The language of the islands would now be 
English and the people would be loyal and 
intelligent subjects of the British govern- 
ment. 

Instead of this the chuckle-headed action 
of Bute plunged the Philippine inhabitants 
back into the medieval ignorance and op- 
pression of Spanish misgovernment, and 
the victory of Dewey found them, 186 
years later, still in the abject state of semi- 
barbarism in which Spain has always 
sought to keep them. The incompetence of 
Bute doomed the islands to nearly a cen- 
tury and a half more of Spanish robbery 
and cruelty and at the same time deprived 
his country of a rich and valuable territory. 
The possession of these islands would have 
conferred upon Great Britain a command- 


ing position in the China Sea and would per- 


haps have so altered the balance of power 
in Asia as to make the British position se- 
cure against Russian aggression, making 
it Unnecessary to enter upon a great war 
such as now seems to be impending and 
inevitable. | 

That historic blunder of a British Minister 
comes still closer home to us in Cuba. One 
ean easily imagine what a difference there 
would be in the condition of the Cuban peo- 
ple today if that island had enjoyed more 
than a century of British rule, as Jamaica 
has. Under British laws Cuba would have 
become 4 prosperous and contented island, 
a good neighbor, and a productive portion of 
the earth’s surface, There would have 
been no Virginius incident, no Weyler 
butcheries, no dastardly Maine catastrophe. 
The commerce of the United States would 
not have been harried and unsettled as it 
has been by Cuban disturbances and atroci- 
ties for half a century back. : 

But at last a merciful destiny has placed 
both Cuba and the Philippines in the hands 
of the United States, for their good and for 
ours. Providence has intrusted to us the 
task of Correcting the shameful error of 
Bute and of extending the benefits and 
reaping the Tewards that once lay within 
England’s grasp. And yet; in the face of 
this manifest destiny, we have in this coun- 
try a class of hidebound, narrow-minded 
mugwumps and Democrats who are oppos- 
ing our retention of these islands on the 
stupidest and narrowest of grounds. They 
are bent on having President McKinley re- 
peat Bute's egregious blunder. They want 
to plunge the Philippines into another cen- 
tury of Spanish plundering and oppression. 
They want to rob the United States of the 
legitimate wealth and of the increased naval 
and maritime power that go with the own- 
ership and control of these islands. They 
are calling upon the President to lower the 
American flag and to throw away what the 
brave sailors and soldiers have won in right- 
ful conquest. Every one of them aspires to 
be a Lord Bute in miniature. 

There must be no répeating of Bute’s 
blunders on the part of the American gov- 
ernment. There is no doubt as to the senti-

They would pay a 
good price for the Spanish title and would 
speedily pacjfy the inhabitants of their new 
possessions. Some of the money received 
by Spain for the islands would be stolen by 
the office-holding Dons. The rest of it 
would be turned over to the holders of Span- 
ish bonds. Such a settlement of the Phil-

Senator Allison, who has been at Wash- 
ington conferring with the President, states 


in an interview that “ as soon as the treaty 


of peace is ratified the military power of 
the President ceases, and then Congress 
must provide for the government of Cuba, 
Porto Rico, and the Philippines,” There- 
fore the Senator is of the opinion that the 
treaty of peace will provide for the retention 
of all the islands by the United States. For 
he does pot say that Congress will have to 
provide for the government of Manila or of 
Lauzon, but of the Philippines.” If he had 
ee. a different impression from his in- 
erview with the President he would have 
been more guarded in his language. 

It seems to be taken for granted now that 
Senator Davis, the chairman of the Com-

Among our obligations to Cuba the rec- 
ognition of the insurgent civil government 
pending hostilities was certainly not one. 
Spain was the only power recognized as 
among the family of nations with whom 
we had to deal. The insurgents were, in ad- 
vance of any recognition, still subjects of 
Spain in the contemplation of international 
law, though they were in revolt against 
their own government. Had they formed 
an independent nation it would have been 


necessary to make a treaty of alliance with 


them. Not being recognized as yet as an 
independent nation they were not compe- 
tent to make“ a treaty. For a similar rea- 
son they could not be included formally in 
the protocol. 

It is said, however, that the Cubans, not 
being included in the protocol, may con- 
tinue their war against the Spaniards in 
Cuba. This statement is attributed to a 
member of the diplomatic corps, who is 
also reported to have said that the insur⸗ 
gents as a nation are carrying on a war 
with Spain.” Now, this diplomat cer- 
tainly knows that the insurgents have never 
been recognized as a nation, nor even as 
belligerents Not being a nation or belliger- 
ents in the contemplation of international 
law, they have not been carrying on a war 
from the standpoint of international law. 
Spain and the United States have been the 
only belligerents in Cuba. It may be said, 
indeed, that actual war had existed there 
for more than three years, but the fact 
remaing that no such situation had been 
officially recognized, and until such recogni- 
tion is conceded other nations must govern 
themselves accordingly. 

Of course, the Cubans might continue 
their war against the Spanish troops until 
they are all gone. But it is not to be as- 
sumed that the insurgents are fools. Now 
that the immediate withdrawal of the Span- 
ish forces, the end for which they have been 
fighting, has been provided for, it is not to 
be supposed that they are going to keep 
on fighting for fun, especially as the United 
States is exerting every effort to supply 
them with food and mitigate the sufferings 
to which their arduous struggie has sub- 
jected them. This view is reinforced by 
the actual facts, for instructions have been 
issued to them by their leaders to cease 
fighting.

Significant Utterance of Ex-Repre- 
sentative McCreary of Kentucky 
Atter an Interview with Presi- 


dent McKinley. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 18.—( Special. 
Much comment was excited today by a call 
ex-Representative McCreary made on the 
President. He isa Democrat of conservative 
views. He served a number of years in the 
House when President McKinley was a 
momber of that bedy, and they knew and 
liked each other. Mr. McCreary was for 
several years a leading member of the For- 
eign Affairs committee of the House. Two 
years ago he declined a renomination to 
Congress, but is still active in Kentucky 
Speaking of the Philippines he 
“I am not in favor of giving up any place 
over which our flag floats. It is wisely pro- 
vided in the protocol that the United States 
shall occupy and hold the city, bay, and 
harbor of Manila pending the determination 
of the control, disposition, and government 
of the Philippines. We must preserve and 
hold forever that which Dewey and his 
brave men #o gallantly won. The commis- 
sion to be appointed by the Presiaent will, 
after proper investigation, report as to what 
part of the Philippine Islands the. United 
States shall occupy and govern permanently. 
“The problem of the Philippines is not 
dificult if we conelder it from a purely patri- 
otic and American standpoint. While it was 
proper for our people to oppose territorial 
expansion for many years, except where the 
territory wae contiguous, conditions have 
changed. The days of our isolation are over. 
To preserve our ieadership among nations 
we must be controlled by great events and 
the demands of the timés. China and Japan 
and the southeastern provinces of Asia con- 
stitute the great commercial] theater of the 
future, and present attractive markets for 
our agricultural, industrial, and mechanical 
products. They are logically our customers 
and allies in trade, for they are nearer to us 
than to England, Germany, or France 
“The war and the demands of commerce 
have given us the Hawaiian Islands by an- 
nexation. It remains to be seen how we 
will utilize and appreciate these important 
acquisitions. Our great navy will have to 
be supplied with coaling stations, and Ha- 
wall and the Philippines will have to be used. 
For the benefit of our navy and for the 
eat benefit of commerce and trade the 
icaragua Canal should be built, but the 
United States should buy the land through 
which it is bulit, and own and operate the 
canal independently and exclusively. All 
trade routes from our country for steam 
vessels pass Cuba and Porto Rico in going to 
the Nicaragua Canal. The construction of 
the Suez Canal destroyed the equilibrium 
of commerce and benefited England and re- 
mote nations. The United States can ad- 
just this équilibritum and benefit our people 
by the construction of the Nicaragua

EXPECT A CARLOS

Pretender Preparing to Assert His 
Right to the Throne, Although 


the Government of Madrid Belit- 
tles His Available Resources.

Den Carlos’ manifesto proclaiming his right 
to the throne is expected soon, although 
the government Ministers assert he will be 
unable to secure sufficient funds to carry 
on a revolution, and that he will be forced 
to postpone the uprising until spring.

Tax Clerk Cameron completed his abstract 
of the returns of the various Assessors of 
Cook County for 1898 yesterday and it is 
now ready for the state Board of Bqualiza- 
tion, which meets in Springfield on Sept. 18. 

The abstract shows a decrease of $17,623, - 
946 in the assessed value of property in the 
entire county since 1897, the totals of the 
assessments being $180,041,162 for 1898 and 
$197,605,108 for 1897. The decrease is on all 
lines of property and the county Assessors 
make no better showing than the Assessors 
within the city limits. 

On personal property the assessment for 
1887 was $26,190,817. This year it is $21,512,- 
938, a decrease of $4,677,864. On ratiroad 
property other than trackage and rolling 
stock the total last year was $1,232, 341. This 
year it is $900,685, a decrease of $822,656. 
On lands the total last year was $11,474,261. 
This year it is $1,046,508, a loss of $527,762. 
On town and city lots, the principal source 
of assessment, the total last year was $158, - 
767,689. This year the total is $146,672,085, a 
decrease of $12,005,054.

JOSEPH Rn. CHOATH’S ADDRESS ON 
“THE TRIAL BY JURY.” 


New York’s Well-Known Advocate 
Speaks Before the American Bar As- 
sociation at Saratega—Has No Fear 
of Free Institutions Being Endan- 
gered by Ambition for Acquisition 
of Territory—Peace Settlement May 
Be Safely Intrusted to the President. 


Saratoga, N. T., Aug. 18.—{Special.J—A 
large audience assembled in convention hall 
to the annual address to 

erican Bar association by J h H. 
— New Tork. 
r. ate, in opening his address said 
it might have been expected he would enter 
upon a discussion of some of the important 
questions which must arise out of the con- 
sequences and results of the war. He made 
but a brief reference to the conflict between 
Spain and the United States, however, and 
devoted his entire address to a thoughtful 
consideration of the trial by jury. 

In his. reference to the war Mr. Choate 
said the God of Battles and the judgment of 
nations have completely vindicated the con- 
flict, and he had no fear that any ambition 
for dominion would bring upon us any calam- 
ity or dishonor. He believed the terms of 
peace can be safely entrusted to the Presi- 
dent, and he was not in favor of intruding 
upon him too much outside advice and as- 
aistance. The war, of course, could not 
Cease until every foot of American soll was 
purged of the last vestige of Spanish power; 
but in war, as in laws, the beaten party must 
pay the costa and in settling the terms of 
peace and meeting the novel problems and 
the serious and unéxpected responsibilities 
which the triumph of our arms has imposed 
u us in both hemispheres, responetbili- 
ties which we cannot shirk if we would, and 
would not if we could, the government must 
not be held too rigidly to purposes and ex- 
pectations declared before the commence- 
ment of the war and in utter ignorance of its 
possible results“ 

Taking up then his subject, “ The Trial by 
Jury,“ Mr. Choate recalled the feature of 
the recent trial of Zola in France, saying 
that in — * of the French court 
“every sa of personal liberty en- 
joyed in England and America for two cen- 
turies had been violated. We could not read 
the account of the trial without contrasting 
it with our own trial by jury, or without the 
pious utterance from every lip, ‘ Thank God! 
I am an American.“ 

No Substitute fora Jury. 

The American jury system, Mr. Choate de- 
clared, was so imbedded in our constitu- 
tion that there can be no substantial fear 
that any of us will live to see the people 
congent to give it up. For the trial of Eee 
sone charged with crimes he did not believe 
any material alteration of its character will 
ever be thought of. No substitute has ever 
been su sted that would command the ap- 
proval of a corporal's guard of lawyers or 
of laymen. 

Mr. Choate gave what, in his opinion, were 
the essential elements in a jury trial. First, 
a wise, learned, impartial, and competent 
Judge; twelve honest and intelligent jurors, 
drawn from the body of the commuaity’s 
earnest and loyal advocates, sworn to do 
their whole duty; theind presence 
of the public. 

Considering the evils incident to trial by 
jury, he believed they could all be remedied, 
not by material alteration but by better ad- 
ministration of the system. He strongly op- 

sed the theory which fa a verdict 

y less than twelve members of the jury. 

There is one other abuse,“ concluded Mr. 
Choate, “against which we can at least 
utter an indignant protest. I mean the toler- 
ation of judicial candidates who are willing 
or permitted to pay for their nomination or 
to pay their y for their election. No 
matter what their personal or professional 
qualifications in other respects may be, such 
a means of reaching the office cannot but 
degrade the bench. 

“Give us, then, competent jurors, able 
Judges, and honest, fearlees, and learned ad- 
vocates, and trial by jury, which I am sure. 
the people of America are determined to 
maintain, will still be the best safeguard of 
their lives, their and their prop-

VOLGANO CAUSES 


LOSS AND PANIC. 
IN NEW HEBRIDES. 


After Hundreds of Years of Inac- 
tivity Lopevi Bursts Its Crater 
and Shakes the Islands of the 
Group to the Foundation. 


San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 18.—[{Special.}]— 
The British gunboat Mildura reported on its 
recent arrival in Sydney, N. 8. , that the 
inhabitants of Tougoa, on the Island of Am- 
brym, of the New Hebrides group of islands, 
were panic stricken last month by an erup- 
tion of the voleano of Lopevi which shook 
the islands to their foundations, and many 
thought that they would sink into the sea. 

The seismic disturbance was prefaced by 
a southeast gale, which gradually developed 
into a hurricane. Houses were blown down, 
and nearly all of the Nghters on the beach 
wrecked by high surf. Rain fell in torrents, 
and the earth commenced to tremble with 
rapidly increasing pulsations until the tim- 
bers of the light frame dwellings cracked, 
split, and parted. Then volcanic sand and 
ashes commenced to fall, and fearful noises 
were heard from the direction of Lopevi. At 
the end of about ten hours ashes covered 
the island to the depth of several inches. 
Seven inches of rain fell in twenty-four 
hours, and then for three days it rained at 
jntervals of six hours, the downpour Werte 
like a cloudburst. 

It was discovered that Lopevi was in 
active eruption, having burst through its 
crater, after hundreds of years of inactivity. 
The mountain is 5,000 feet high, and burning 
Java was streaming down its side when the 
Mildura left for Sydney. 


THEY ALL MISS CAPTAIN CLARK. 


Men on the Battleship Oregon Feel 
Lonesome Because of Their Late 
Commander’s Absence. 


FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT 


~ United States Steamship — Guantan- 
amo Bay, Cuba, Aug. 11.—A feeling of deep 
~regret and loneliness has pervaded the entire 
fleet since the departure last week of Cap- 
tain Charles E. Clark for New York, giv:ng 
up the Oregon, the ship which he had made 
famous and with which he also had acquired 
fame. For over three weeks he had been 
sick, caused by the air of the place, and he 
grew worse and worse, until he was 
obliged to leave the ship. 

The day of his leaving was looked forward 
to with the deepest regret by the officers and 
crew, and as he descended over the ship's 
side into his gig, which had been manned 
by six of the junior officers, he was given the 
heartiest cheers he was ever in his life priv- 
ileged to hear, and huge tears stood in his 
eyes as he slowly doffed his cap to the men 
who had served under him in his trying mo- 
ments and who had helped him compiete his 
victories. As he was slowly rowed away 
from the ship he was cheered and cheered 
again until the boat was out of hearing dis- 
tance, and even then the men stood along the 
side and waved their adieus to the gallant 
Captain. 

On Sunday morning, Aug. 6, all hands were 
called to muster and Captain Barker, who 
had been in command of the United States 
steamship Newark, read the article giving 
him again the command of the Oregon, and 
said, as he had finished: 

„When I left this ship some six months 
ago I said to my successor that I was leaving 
in his charge the best battleship in the 
world,” and then, turning to the crew, he 
added:. Tou have made it not only the best 
but the most famous of any ship in the 
world,” thus showing his appreciation of the 
crew and of the ship as well. 

The Chicago boys on the Oregon are doing 
niceiy. More than one had fallen victim to 
the fever, but all have recovered and are as 
chipper as ever. They go through the rou- 
tine as if they had been born in the service. 
From all appearances they will probably be 
back again in Chicago before Oct. 1.

NOW FOR GOOD COFFEE. 


ISLANDS JUST ACQUIRED FAVOR CU 
TIVATION OF THE BERRY. 


Porte Rico, Hawaii, and the Philip- 
pines Are Noted for the Fine Grade 
They Produce and Cuba Formerly 
Exported Large Quantities—Coun- 
try May Save as Much as $90,000,000 
Per Annum by the Recent Con- 


questa. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 18.—[Special.]— 
Coffee is readily grown in all the islands now 
coming under control of the United States. 
Figures of the Treasury Bureau of Statistics 
for last year show that coffee was the larg- 
est item in/imports and the year’s importa- 
tions of that article were the greatest in the 
history of the government. Porto Rico and 


Hawall have for years grown a fine grade 


of coffee, and Cuba formerly produced it in 
— quantities. The Philippine Islands 

for years had a reputation of producing 
a grade of coffee equaling that of Java and 
comparing favorably with Arabia's world- 
famed Mocha. 

The people of the United States use more 
coffee than the inhabitants of any country 
on the globe. Since 1890 the value of impor- 
tations have averaged $90,000,000 per annum. 
Importations for the fiscal year just cnded 
were 870,514,215 pounds, which is nearly 20 
per cent greater than the preceding year, 50 
per cent greater than in 1893, practically 
double that of 1880, and more than three 
times that of 1874. Deducting the exporta- 
tions, which amounted to 18,822,869 pounds, 
the coneumption for the last fiscal year was 
11 5-10 pounds per capita, against 9 9-10 in 
1897, 8 2-10 in 1898, 7 8-10 in 1800, 6 9-10 in 
187T, 5 1-100 in 1867, 49-10 in 1866, 8 7-10 in 
1864, and 2 2-10 in 1863. 

The war period of 1861-’66 showed the iow- 
est per capita consumption, despite the large 
use of this article in the army. There wasa 
large increase during the brief war with 
Spain, the total imports for April, May, and 
June being 245,000,000 pounds, against 1068. 
000,000 in the corresponding months of the 
previous year.. 

Large importations of coffee during the 
year just ended were probably due in some 
degree to its phenomenally low price, the 
average value of the year’s imports being 
7 4-10 cents, against 11 cents the preceding 
year, 146-10 cents in 1896, and 16 4-10 cents 
in 1895. Quotations to the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics for 1808 show the wholesale price of 
Rio No. 7, a standard grade, from 54% to 7% 
cents in the New York markets, against 9% 
cents in 1897, 11% cents in 1806, 15% cen‘s in 
1805, 17% cents in 1894, 18% cents in 1883. 


While prices have greatly fallen in recent 


years, the introduction of machinery, cheap- 
ening of freight rates, and the general im- 
proved facilities for production and trans- 
portation still leave producers a comforta- 
ble margin of profit, especially in the better 
grades of coffee. 

The total value of the coffee imported into 
the United States in the fiscal year 1898 was, 
despite the low prices, $65,067,561, against 
$60,057 .630 in 1888, $51,014,605 in 1878, 325,288. 
451 in 1868, $18,369,840 in 1858, and $8,240,907 
in 1848. Thus the money sent abroad for 
coffee in the year just ended is eight times 
that of half a century ago and nearly three 
times that of 1868. Thecost of the coffee im- 
ported into the United States during the last 
ten years has been $875,404,241, these figures 
being the prices paid in the foreign markels 
at the port of exportation. Thus it appears 
in the decade just ended there has gone out 
ot the country an average of $87,500,000 per 
annum for an article which may be suc- 
cessfully grown in all the islands now com- 
ing under the jurisdiction of the United 
States. 

Practically one-half of the coffee grown 
in the world now comes to the United States. 
The latest estimates put the coffeé produc- 
tion of the world at 1,000,000,000 pounds per 
annum, while, as shown above, the imports 
into the United States last year were more 
than Ralf that amount. Of the total coffee 
production of the world about two-thirds is 
grown in Brazil, where an export duty of 
11 per cent is placed on every pound of coffee 
exported. The other third of the world's 
production outside of Brazil is scattered 
around the world in the bey extending in the 
Soth degree on each side of the equator. 

Requisites for coffee production are found 
in all of the islands now likely to come under 
control of the United States, while the fact 
that Brazil, the great coffee producer of the 
world, places an export duty on all coffees 
exported, operates to the advantage of those 
éesiring to enter upon the production of this 
article, either for home consumption or for 
competition in the markets of the worid. 

Porto Rico has for years produced con- 
siderable coffee, this being her most impor- 
tant export, amounting to from 25,000,000 to 
30,000,000 pounds per annum. The coffee- 
producing possibilities of Cuba are said to be 
great. Coffee was at one time the principal 
source of Cuba’s wealth. In the early part 
of the present century 91,000,000 pounds were 
produced in Cuba in a single year, represent- 
ing a money value of $20,000,000, 

It is estimated that in 1798 there were six 
coffee estates to one of sugar. One planta- 
tion is said to have had 1,000,000 trees and an 
authentic account is found of a plantation 
containing 750,000 trees and 450 slaves in a 
part of the island where at present there is 
neither a vestige of a coffee plantation ora 
negro population. Coffee is now being pro- 
duced in large quantities in the Hawalian 
Islands, there being between 200 and 300 
plantatipna 

The Philippines have for years produced 
a high grade of coffee. These islands are 
said to be peculiarly adapted to the raising 
of coffee, producing, with proper cultivation 
and preparation, a berry which is equal, if 
not superior, in favor and aroma to ves 
Java berry. 


JEALOUSY LEADS TO MURDER.: 


John Hale at Roxborough, Pa., Shoots 
His Betrothed and Ends His 
Own Life. | 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 18.—[Special. Ida 
Bower, a young girl of Roxborough, was 
shot while leaving a room in her home late 
last night by John Hale, who had been be- 
trothed to her for two years. Hale imme- 
diately shot himself in the head. He died 
early this morning and his victim cannot 
recover. 

Miss Bower lives at 354 Conarroe street. 
She is employed as a stenographer by a firm 
on North Second street, and Hale is said to 
have been jealous of the attentions on the 
part of a son of the proprietor toward his 
sweetheart. 

Last evening shortly before 9 o’clock Hale 
arrived at the house and seemed in an un- 
usually pleasant mood. The two talked hap- 
pily together in the parlor, and the girl's 
parents retired thinking that all had been 
made up between the young people. 

Miss Bower's father heard the young 
man go into the hall at 11 o’clock, and a 
moment later a revolver shot, quickly fol- 
lowed by another. 

Miss Bower’s parents rushed down-stairs 
and found two bodies lying close together, 
with blood flowing over the parlor floor.

Miss Bower had been shot in the neck, 
the spinal cord being shattered near the 
base of the brain, precluding ends 
recovery.

Naval Base Transferred from Key 
West Because of the Outbreak 
There of Yellow Fever, Which 
Has Grown Serious. | 


key West, Fia., Aug. 18—With the ex- 
ception of the nboat Princeton and the 
monitor Miantonomoh, which have been sent 
to the Dry — all the ships of the 
fleet have been orderd to Norfolk without 
delay and many have already departed. 

The naval base has been transferred from 
Key West to Norfolk. The reason for this is 
the appearance of yellow fever here. There 
are now ten cases in the marine barracks, 
all the victims being marines. Forty per- 
sons in all are in the building, which is an 
old cigar factory, and a most rigid quar- 
antine is being maintained. 

At this writing only one of the cases is 
said to be serious, Whether there are any 
scattered cases throughout the town is not 
known; but this will be determined by a 
house to house inspection. The Marine Hos- 
pital and local physicians are confident that 
the disease will be confined to the barracks 
and that there is no danger of an epidemic. 

The utmost precautions are being ob- 
served, however, and State Health Officer 
Porter, who arrived on the Mascotte today, 
refused to permit that steamer to leave the 
port on its return to Tampa. Later the ves- 
Sel, which carries an immune crew, was al- 
lowed to sail, but without any passengers. 

He will tomorrow decide whether er not 
a quarantine of Key West shall be declared.

Members of the United Irish Societies of 
Chicago, at their annual picnic and demon- 
stration yesterday at Ogden's Grove, com- 
memorated the victories of Yellow Ford and 
Curlew Pass, and half a dozen speakers de- 
clared the British Empire was tottering and 
that it was a question of only a short time 
till it disappeared. The Irish societies put on 
record their opposition to the talked-of Brit- 
ish-American alliance in the following reso- 
lution, which was adopted amid cheers: 

We condemn in unmeasured terms the efforts of 
those self-sty:ed Americans who seek to bring 
about an ailiance between this government and 
the government of Great Britain; a government 
that traded the women of Ireland for the tobacco 
of Virginia; a government that in 1775 incited the 
savages to murder defenseless citizens and re- 
sorted to all the methods known to savage warfare 
to subjugate a people struggling to be free: a 
government that as late as 1861 and 1865 fitted 
out privateers to prey upon American commerce 
and red every material assistance to the 
enemies of our glorious union. 

If the friendship now shown by England for the 
United States be born of the intellectual light of 
the nineteenth century, we ask her to turn and 
offer a little material sympathy to her starving. 
tax-eaten subjects of India and the famine-strickes 
districts in the west of Ireland. And we furthet 
ask her to extend some of her humane and en- 
lightened sympathy to the Irish political prisoners 
incarcerated in damp and dingy British jaile for 
no crime but asking their political rights and 
industrial equality. 

We view with admiration the prompt manner in 
which the Irish-American citizens responded to 
the President's call to arms, and express the hope 
that those Irish regiments now in the fieid will add 
new ter to the military glory of the Irish race 
onstrate to the word that the Irish are 


willing soldiers in the field on any field when 


liberty is the object of the conflict. 


President Keating Speaks. 


John T. Keating, President of the United

NO. DOCTORS, NO MEDICINES. 


Artist Returned from Cuba Tells of 
Sufferings of Sick Both on Land 
and Sea. 


Des Moines, Ia., Aug. 18.—[Special.]— 
Charles Sheldon, the artist for the London 
Black and White, who has just reached New 
York from Cuba, has written a letter to his 
mother, who is at present in this city, in 
which he criticises the management of the 
medical department of the army of invasion 
eeverely. The letter is dated Aug. 15, and in 
it he says: 

“The fortright I remained in Cuba after 
the fight was not altogether as uncomforta- 
ble as the previous two weeks, but chere was 
a great deal of rain every day and often at 
night as well, with the result that we were 
practically always wét—eating off a box in 
the mud, sleeping on a blanket laid on it, 
wading in it all day. This and the cold, 
damp nights, and the rank foliage all about 
us, the horribly unsanitary camps, poor 
fuod, and the heat by day, had practically 
floored the whole army when 1 came away 
from Santiago. 

“At that time I was feeling well, despite 
it all, and I was all right on the steamer 
coming to Tampa, although half the pas- 
sengers were down with malaria, typhoid, 
and billious fevers. 

“Our boat was sent off without a doctor 
and without medicines—you can imagine the 
sufferings of the sick—well, we thought we 
were going straight off at Tampa, but when 
the quarantine doctor came aboard there he 
took off two who were suspicious cases, and 
anchored us out in the middie of a harbor 
surrounded by marshes, and kept us there 
six days longer. 

“ The water was full of decaying vegetable 
matter from the swamps, the breezes that 
reached us reeked with mala and 
brought at night clouds of mosq There 
we lay without a doctor coming near. us, no 
medicine, save a little quinine sent aboard, 
blistering in the sun day after day, and all 
of us sickening gradually, till when we got 
nw Bing last there were not half a dozen of us 
we 

„Shall I ever forget the terrible nightmare 
of this wretched campaign? I dream still of 
the shrieks and yells of the wounded and 
dying; the horror of poor wretched devils 
with the fatal sickness on them, vomiting 
around the camps with no one paying any 
attention to them. And worse than the days 
of unceasing rattle of rifies, the scream of 
the shells, were the weeks of fatigue, of 
wet and cold, dirt and hunger. 

The yee recruit at hore before he 
leaves is a hero, and the object of tender 
solicitude. When he is sick or wounded he 
is not of any more consideration than a sick 
dog. I have seen the poor devils crawling 
back from the front, their life blood leaving 
them and no doctor to be found, no hospitals 
to be seen—no one to say where they were 
to be found. Imagine men sick with typhoid 
and malaria lying on the wet ground in a 
tiny shelter tent through the heat of the day, 
and wet to the skin through the nigiit. 

“They got such poor attention at the hos- 
pitals ney. would run away and come back 
to their regiments. I have had all the war 
I want with this dose. I shall never trust 
myself to Uncle Sam's tender mercjes again 
tilt I want some way of committing suicide— 
not anyhow in any business he is such an 
amateur at as war.“ m

WANT EIGHTEEN NEW WARSHIPS 


Recommendation to Be Made to Secre- 
tary Long for a Big Increase 
| in the Navy. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 18.—[Special.]— 
Chief Naval Constructor Hichborn, Chief of 
Ordmahce O'Neil, Chief of Equipment Brad- 
ford, and Chief of Engineers Melville, con- 
gtituting a Naval Board of Construction, will 
recommend to Secretary Long that the navy 
be immediately increased by eighteen war- 
ships. These vessels are to range in size 
from battleships of the Oregon class to un- 
protected cruisers like the Detroit. 

The board will recommend that three bat- 
tleships of 13,000 tons displacement and 
eighteen knots speed be included in this list. 

Of the other fifteen vessels, three are to be 
armored cruisers of 12,000 tons displacement, 
three protected cruisers of 6,000 tons, three 
protected cruisers of about 5,000 tons, and 
six unprotected cruisers of 2,500 tons dis-

Firm Is Considering the Re- 
movalof Its Chicago Fac- 
tory to Havana. 


DEPENDSON PEACE TERMS 


Head of House Declares Change 
Is Not the Result of Any 
Labor Troubles. 


RECALLS A BITTER STRIKE. 


Eugene Vallens & Co. are considering the 
removal of their big cigar factory from Chi- 
-cago in May, 1800, at which time they may 
open a factory in Havana. Mr. Vallens said 
yesterday that no decision would be reached 
till peace is formally attained and the rela- 
tions between the United States, Cuba, 
Porto Rico, and the Philippines are definitely 
fixed. Mr. Vallens denied that the contem- 
piated removal was on acccunt of inability 
to get along with Chicago laboring men. 
„We have a lease which runs until May.“ 
said Mr. Vallens, and we will not move 
before then. We may havea factory in New 
Tork, where we have one now, Tampa, or 
Havana. If Cuba is brought into the United 
States customs union we will have to have 
a factory at Havana. We cannot tell what 
we will do until peace has been definitely 
attained and settled relations have been 
established between this country and the 
territory acquired in war, particularly Cuba, 
If the duty is removed from cigars made in 
Cuba we will have our main factory there. 

“It would de erroneous to say we intend 
leaving Chicago on account of inability to 
get along with Chicago workingmen. We 
are having no trouble at all. Everything 
is running smoothly. We employ chiefly 
Cubans and Spaniards, and we do not ask 
whether our men are in unions. 

We have been considering removing to 
New York, because we believe we can get 
better facilities there. Wages are lower and 
rents also. We have about 700 employés in 
Chicago. Our New York factory is of about 
equal size. Before the war we had two fac- 
tories here, one in New York, and another 
in Havana.” 

Eugene Vallens & Co. had a long and stub- 
born strike to contend with about a year and 
a half ago. The firm broke definitely with 
the Cigarmakers’ union and its goods were 
—— on the boycott list of the labor

WILLIAM H. BUNGE IS — 
HURT IN A COLLISION

Runaway Horse Draws a Vehicle 
Against His Buggy, Wrecking It 
and Throwing Him on the Gran- 
ite Pavement.

DISCREDIT THEORY OF SUICIDE. 
‘ 


After a Quarrel with His Wife He Is 
- Found Dead with Bullets in His 
Brain and Heart and She Has In- 
juries Apparently Caused by Three 
Shots from Revolvers — Jealousy 
Is Said te Have Caused. the 
Crime.

‘Police of the Desplaines Street Station are 
Puzzled by circumstances connected with a 
tragedy at 58 North Carpenter street, where 
John O’Byrne was founded dead and his 


wife seriously wounded yesterday morning. 


Mrs. O' Byrne is at the County Hospital an 
is unable to give a coherent account of the 
shooting. The fact that her husband’s body 
shows two wounds, either of which would 
have caused instant death, makes the theory 
of suicide questionable, as it is not believed 
he could have fired the second shot into 
his own body. ö 

Two revolvers were found by the side of 
the dead man. Three bullets had been 
fired from one weapon and two from the 
other. Three wounds were inflicted in Mrs. 
O' Byrne and five shots were heard fired, but 
whether the wounds in the woman's body 
w caused by two bullets or three can 
probably never be known. A bullet which 
passed through the woman’s arm may have 
also pierced her breast, inflicting a slight 
flesh wounded found on her bosom, or the 
two wounds may have been caused by two 
bullets. The third wound is in the woman's 
forearm. 

Dennis Monahan, a boarder in the house 
where O’Byrne was shot and whose cloth- 
ing was covered with blood when the po- 
lice arrived, is detained by the police pend- 
ing further investigation. Monahan de- 
clares he had no part in the shooting and 
gays his clothes became blood-stained as 
the result of his stanching the flow of 
blood from Mrs. O’Byrne’s wounds. 

Monahan formerly lived with his sister 
at 204 North Ashland avenue, and to the 
home of the two Mrs. Byrne came several 
months ago to live after she was separated 
from her husband. Five weeks ago she 
moved to the Carpenter street boarding 
house, which was conducted by Mrs. Mary 
Levis, and a week later Monahan also went 
there to board. 

O' Byrne called to see his wife about 11 
o’clock in the morning. They talked at the 
front door for a few moments and then Mrs. 
O' Byrne ran screaming through the house 
to the kitchen. She was followed by her 
husband and soon aft five pistol 
shots were heard. The shots and screams 
attracted other occupants of the house, who 
found O’Byrne lying dead in the dining- 
room and Mrs. O’Byrne crying in the 
kitchen. One bullet had passed through 
O’Byrne’s mouth to the brain and another 
had penetrated. his heart. His face and 
clothing bore no powder marks, the police 
say, and this circumstance indicates to 
them that the shots which ended his life 
must have been fired by some one else. 

Acquaintances of O’Byrne say he was 
jealous of his wife and had threatened to 
“stamp the life out of her” if she did not 
return to live with him. They were mar- 
ried ten years ago at Maywood, II., where 
they lived until two yéars ago. 

He was jealous of her,“ said Mrs. Levis 
to Inspector Shea. O’Byrne frequently 
called at my house and last Sunday night 
I had to eject him from the house because 
I was afraid‘that he would kill her then. 
He said he would do it unless she returned 
to live with him, but Mrs. O’Byrne said 
she would never do so.”
